The  Workmen's  Compensation  Board  has  the  honor  to  submit  its 
report  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1947,  in  accordance  with  Section 
50,  sub-section  (2)  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act. 

As  stated  in  the  report  for  the  year  1946,  that  year  was  one  of  great 
industrial  activity  in  Alberta  with  considerably  additional  employment. 
1947  exceeded  the  year  1946  as  to  employment  within  the  Province  and 
accidents  reported  to  the  Board.  The  number  of  accidents  reported  to  the 
Board  in  1947  was  25,864  as  compared  with  23,068  in  1946. 

As  indicated  in  the  attached  report  and  statements  from  the  Provincial 
Auditor  the  financial  position  of  the  Board  is  very  sound,  adequate 
provision  having  been  made  for  known  and  estimated  future  require¬ 
ments  in  respect  of  accidents  of  1947  and  prior  years. 

Investments  showing  a  book  value  of  $20,687,842.84  and  a  par  value 
of  $20,895,676.75  were  held  as  at  December  31st,  1947.  We  may  point  out 
that  these  investments  do  not  represent  surplus  or  excess  funds  but  are, 
in  the  main,  held  in  trust  to  provide  for  the  future  payments  of  benefits  to 
permanently  injured  workmen  and  the  dependants  of  fatally  injured  work¬ 
men  who  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Board. 

Developments  in  recent  months  would  indicate  that  the  apparent 
current  trend  towards  lower  interest  rates  has  moderated.  The  Board  is 
aware  that  if  such  a  trend  were  to  continue,  consideration  would  have  to 
be  given,  at  some  time  in  the  future,  to  changing  the  rate  at  which  pension 
awards  are  capitalized  from  the  present  3%  to  a  lower  rate  with  a  con¬ 
sequent  increased  cost  to  industry  for  pensions  awarded.  The  situation 
is  being  closely  followed. 

Through  the  addition  of  trained  personnel  to  its  staff  of  payroll 
auditors,  the  Board  was  able  to  maintain  the  high  level  of  auditing  of 
employers'  payrolls  necessitated  through  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
employers  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Act. 

The  claims  for  accidents  are  dealt  with  by  an  experienced  staff  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  Analyses  of  the  1947  figures  indicate  that  the  time 
lag  in  forwarding  payments  of  compensation  to  injured  workmen  has 
been  decreased  from  previous  years. 

Medical  Officers  of  the  Board  made  regular  visits  to  the  various 
industrial  areas  of  the  Province  to  ensure  that  injured  workmen  received 
adequate  medical  and  hospital  care  and  to  personally  follow  their 
progress. 

Separate  reports  on  Mine  Rescue  and  Accident  Prevention  Work 
which  set  out  in  detail  the  work  done  in  these  two  departments  are  attached 
hereto. 
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During  the  year  under  review  the  Special  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Alberta  to  inquire  into  and  make  recom¬ 
mendations  on  the  subject  of  Workmen's  Compensation  and  the  Work¬ 
men's  Compensation  Act,  visited  the  Board  offices  and  the  Board  placed 
the  full  facilities  of  the  office  and  its  staff  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation  and  efficiency. 

Following  the  resignation  of  Mr.  C.  C.  Cook,  Commissioner  which 
took  effect  March  31st,  1947,  Mr.  C.  A.  Hyndman  was  appointed  Commis¬ 
sioner  as  from  June  1st,  1947.

Result  of  Operations 

Operations  for  the  year  under  review  resulted  in  provisional  sur¬ 
pluses  of  $356,243.65  in  respect  of  1947  and  $534,112.86  in  respect  of  1946 
and  prior  years,  details  of  which  are  shown  on  Statements  No.  4  and  5 
respectively.  The  provisional  surpluses  have  been  consolidated  on  State¬ 
ment  No.  3  and  carried  to  operating  reserve  as  shown  on  Statement  No.  2. 
In  arriving  at  the  operating  results  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  assessment 
revenue  applicable  to  the  twelve  month  period  ending  October  31,  1948, 
and  all  expenditure  during  the  months  of  November  and  December,  1947, 
has  been  deferred  to  the  next  fiscal  period;  and  revenue  of  1946  applicable 
to  the  twelve  month  period  ending  October  31,  1947,  and  all  expenditure 
during  November  and  December,  1946,  deferred  as  at  January  1,  1947, 
has  been  brought  into  account  in  order  to  show  all  transactions  in  their 
respective  periods. 

Assessment  revenue  shown  on  Statement  No.  4  is  based  on  actual 
payrolls  for  1947,  so  far  as  they  are  known  to  the  Board.  Minor  adjust¬ 
ments  may  be  necessary  when  all  information  is  available  and  payroll 
audits  completed. 

Rebates  to  employers  who  entered  into  arrangements,  approved  by 
the  Board,  for  furnishing  medical  aid  to  employees  amounted  to  $45,257.00 
and  were  charged  against  assessment  revenue. 
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Payments  for  medical  services  in  respect  .of  accidents  of  1943  and 
prior  years  amounting  to  $14,928.29  have  been  charged  to  the  reserve  for 
medical  aid. 


ASSETS

Assessments  receivable,  less  reserve 

Assessments  receivable  have  been  adjusted  to  include  assessments 
based  on  actual  payrolls,  so  far  as  they  are  known  to  the  Board.  Minor 
adjustments  may  be  necessary  when  all  information  is  available  and 
payroll  audits  completed.  The  reserve  for  doubtful  assessments  receivable 
amounted  to  $46,778.49  at  December  31,  1947,  and  is  considered  adequate. 
During  the  year  under  review  accounts  totalling  $2,219.18  were  written  off 
as  uncollectible.  Recoveries  in  respect  of  accounts  written  off  amounted  to 
$271.10. 

Advances  to  employees  secured  by  chattel  mortgages 

Advances  to  employees  secured  by  chattel  mortgages  amount  to 
$1,497.81.  Repayments  have  been  made  as  required. 

Bond  interest  receivable,  deferred 

Special  adjustment  coupons  unmatured  as  at  December  31,  1947, 
received  by  the  Board  under  the  Province  of  Alberta's  debt  reorganization 
programme,  are  shown  on  the  attached  balance  sheet  under  the  above 
caption.

Reserve  for  loss  as  at  December  31,  1947,  amounts  to  $413,723.13  and 
was  provided  for  possible  future  losses  on  realization  of  investments. 
Provision  during  the  year  under  review,  amounted  to  $51,300.00  as  shown 
on  Statement  No.  2. 

LIABILITIES  AND  RESERVES 


Deferred  income,  net 

Assessments  levied  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  being  for  the  twelve  month 
period  ending  October  31,  1948,  have  been  deferred  in  full  until  the  next 
fiscal  year.  Likewise,  all  expenditure  during  November  and  December, 
1947,  regardless  of  year  of  occurrence  of  accident,  has  been  deferred.  The 
net  revenue,  $387,573.42  is  shown  on  the  attached  balance  sheet  under 
the  above  caption. 

Estimated  merit  rebates 

Merit  credits  to  be  allowed  in  respect  of  the  year  1947  could  not  be 
determined  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Board's  accounts,  but  provision,  in 
the  amount  of  $236,270.00  has  been  made  as  an  estimate  of  requirements. 
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Reserve  for  claims  pending  and  unfinalled  claims 

The  above  reserve  is  an  estimate,  based  on  medical  opinion  and  the 
experience  of  previous  years,  made  by  officials  of  the  Board  of  the  amount 
required  to  meet  compensation  payments  and  pension  awards  in  respect 
of  all  claims  pending  and  unfinalled  claims  together  with  medical  services 
in  respect  of  all  accidents  occurring  subsequent  to  December  31,  1943,  after 
excluding  claims  in  respect  of  self-insurers'  employees. 

Reserve  for  medical  aid 

The  fund  provides  a  reserve  for  medical  aid  requirements  in  respect 
of  accidents  occurring  in  1943  and  prior  years.  From  information  avail¬ 
able,  it  would  appear  that  the  fund  will  be  more  than  adequate  to  meet  all 
requirements. 

Reserve  for  Silicosis 

No  information  is  available  from  which  an  opinion  could  be  formed  as 
to  the  adequacy  of  the  reserve. 

Reserve  for  pensions 

Interest  earnings  for  the  year  were  sufficient  to  meet  actuarial  require¬ 
ments. 

A  valuation  of  the  Board's  liability  with  respect  to  pensions  was  made 
as  at  December  31,  1943.  Based  on  the  assumption  that  interest  earnings 
would  be  maintained  at  the  required  capitalization  rate  of  3%,  the  reserve 
provided  by  the  Board  in  respect  of  liabilities  as  at  that  date  was  sufficient 
to  meet  requirements. 

The  Board  is  presently  experiencing  difficulty  in  obtaining  investments 
to  yield  the  3  %  rate  upon  which  pensions  are  capitalized  and  a  revaluation 
of  the  pension  liability  at  a  lower  rate  may  be  necessary  as  stated  else¬ 
where  in  this  report. 

Reserve  for  contingencies 

The  reserve  is  an  estimate  made  by  the  Board  to  provide  for  expected 
contingencies  including  a  revolution  of  the  pension  fund  which  may  be 
necessitated  by  reduced  investment  earnings  rates. 

Reserve  for  disasters 

No  accretions  other  than  interest  earnings  were  made  during  the  year, 
the  reserve  being,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  adequate  for  present  require¬ 
ments. 

Reserve — Section  33 — (1),  (n) 

Under  Section  33 — (1),  (n)  of  The  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  the 
reserve  is  provided  to  cover  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  claims  of  workmen 
suffering  enhanced  disabilities  due  to  previous  injuries. 

Reserve  for  construction  and  equipment  of  clinic 

The  reserve  is  provided  in  view  of  the  anticipated  construction  and 
equipment  of  a  clinic. 
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Reserve  for  construction  of  buildings 

The  reserve  is  provided  in  view  of  the  anticipated  construction  of  Board 
premises. 

Reserve — Section  33 — (1),  (k) 

Under  Section  33 — (1),  (k)  of  The  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  the 
reserve  is  to  provide  widow  dependants  in  necessitous  circumstances 
because  of  illness  of  themselves  or  their  dependent  child  or  children  under 
the  age  of  eighteen  years  with  such  additional  amount  as  the  Board  may 
see  fit  up  to  but  not  exceeding  to  each  such  widow  fifteen  dollars  a  month 
during  the  duration  of  such  illness. 

Operating  Reserve 

The  reserve  represents  the  balance  at  credit  of  classes  after  provision 
for  reserves  as  shown  on  Statement  No.  2  and  is  held  as  an  operating 
reserve  to  provide  for  cash  expenditures  as  assessments  are  not  payable 
at  once  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

General 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  report,  I  certify  that,  in  my  opinion,  the 
attached  Balance  Sheet  is  properly  drawn  up  so  as  to  show  the  true 
financial  position  of  The  Workmen's  Compensation  Board  as  at  December 
31,  1947,  according  to  information  and  explanations  given  to  me  and  as 
shown  by  the  books  of  the  Board  and  the  accompanying  statements  of 
revenue  and  expenditure  correctly  set  forth  the  result  of  operations  for  the 
year  ended  at  that  date.

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MINE  RESCUE  AND  FIRST  AID  DEPARTMENT 
BLAIRMORE 

The  mine  rescue  equipment  on  the  station  is  all  in  very  good  condition 
and  has  been  used  throughout  the  entire  year  for  training  purposes  only. 

An  average  of  49  men  have  been  given  regular  monthly  training  in 
mine  rescue  and  first  aid  work  throughout,  the  year. 

Twenty  new  men  were  granted  mine  rescue  certificates  and  a  total 
of  seventy  awards  have  been  made  in  first  aid  work. 

On  September  1st  a  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  contest  was  held  at 
Bellevue,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  the  contest  was  a  very  successful  one. 
Six  mine  rescue  teams  and  five  senior  first  aid  teams  and  four  junior  first 
aid  teams  took  part  in  this  competition.  The  awards  were  as  follows: 

Mine  Rescue — 

First:  Bellevue  Mine  Rescue  Team. 

Second:  Canmore  Mine  Rescue  Team. 

Third:  Mohawk  Mine  Rescue  Team. 

Senior  First  Aid —

CANMORE 

All  mine  rescue  equipment  on  this  station  is  in  very  good  condition 
and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only.  Seven  new  men  took  mine 
rescue  training  and  were  granted  their  certificates.  Fifty-seven  awards 
were  made  for  first  aid  work. 

The  Canmore  First  Aid  team  were  successful  in  taking  first  place  in 
the  Dominion  and  Provincial  first  aid  competition.  They  were  also  awarded 
second  prize  in  the  Calgary  first  aid  contest. 

Nine  men  were  given  first  aid  treatment  by  the  mine  rescue  men. 

DRUMHELLER 

All  mine  rescue  equipment  at  the  Drumheller  and  East  Coulee  stations 
is  in  good  condition  and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only.  Three  new 
mine  rescue  certificates  have  been  issued  and  at  the  present  time,  first 
aid  classes  are  being  held  at  the  following  places:  Drumheller,  Wayne 
and  Nacmine-. 

A  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  competition  was  held  in  November  with 
very  good  success,  five  teams  competing  in  rescue  work  and  five  teams 
competing  in  first  aid  work.  The  awards  were  as  follows:

LETHBRIDGE 

The  mine  rescue  equipment  at  the  Lethbridge  and  Shaughnessy 
rescue  stations  is  all  in  very  good  condition  and  was  used  for  training 
purposes  only.  Seven  new  men  were  awarded  mine  rescue  certificates. 

The  local  superintendent  of  the  mine  rescue  station  assisted  Mr.  R. 
Christie  to  instruct  a  class  in  first  aid  work. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-four  accidents  were  reported  at  the  rescue 
station  and  all  of  them  were  given  first  aid  treatment. 

The  local  superintendent  of  mine  rescue  has  been  appointed  on  the 
executive  committee,  of  the  Lethbridge  St.  John  Ambulance  Association. 

EDMONTON 

The  equipment  on  this  station  is  all  in  very  good  condition  and  was 
used  for  training  purposes  only.  An  average  of  twelve  men  reported  for 
monthly  training  throughout  the  year.  Eight  new  men  were  awarded  mine 
rescue  certificates.  TJie  local  superintendent  of  mine  rescue  gave  first  aid 
lectures  to  175  seniors  and  50  cadets.  All  were  issued  first  aid  awards. 

CADOMIN  DISTRICT 

The  rescue  equipment  at  the  Cadomin  station  is  all  in  good  condition 
and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only. 

Ninety-eight  men  were  given  first  aid  treatment  throughout  the  year. 
Twenty-one  awards  were  issued  in  first  aid  work. 

At  Mountain  Park  the  equipment  is  all  in  good  condition  and  was 
used  for  training  purposes  only.  An  average  of  ten  men  reported  for 
regular  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  practice  every  month. 

Two  new  men  were  awarded  mine  rescue  certificates.  Nine  first  aid 
awards  were  issued.  Two  cases  of  fractured  femurs  and  one  case  of  a 
crushed  foot  were  given  first  aid  treatment  by  the  mine  rescue  teams. 

The  mine  rescue  equipment  at  the  Luscar  station  is  all  in  good  con¬ 
dition  and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only.  Six  new  men  were 
awarded  mine  rescue  certificates  and  six  awards  were  granted  for  first 
aid  work.  An  average  of  seven  men  have  attended  the  monthly  practices 
for  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  training. 
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The  apparatus  at  the  Mercoal  rescue  station  is  all  in  good  shape  and 
was  used  for  a  period  of  28  days  for  the  purpose  of  building  stoppings 
which  had  to  be  erected  to  seal  off  a  fire  which  occurred  in  the  Mercoal 
Mine. 

A  number  of  new  men  are  being  trained  in  both  mine  rescue  and  first 
aid  work. 


NORDEGG 

All  of  the  mine  rescue  equipment  on  this  station  is  in  good  condition 
and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only.  An  average  of  10  men  have 
reported  monthly  for  both  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  training. 

First  aid  has  been  rendered  to  six  accident  cases. 

CALGARY 

The  General  Superintendent  of  Mine  Rescue  has  visited  the  various 
rescue  stations  as  often  as  it  has  been  convenient  to  do  so,  and  on  such 
inspections  has  found  the  mine  rescue  equipment  in  very  good  shape.  All 
of  the  stations  are  well  supplied  with  spare  parts  and  the  rescue  apparatus 
is  always  kept  in  readiness  for  any’ emergency. 

The  personnel  of  the  rescue  crews  are  all  very  good  men  and  take  a 
great  deal  of  interest  in  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  work.  They  are  all  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  splendid  manner  in  which  they  turn  out  to  the  monthly 
trainings  and  for  their  wonderful  co-operation  in  taking  part  in  the  mine 
rescue  and  first  aid  contests  which  have  been  sponsored  by  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Board. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  various  com¬ 
mittees  who  have  worked  so  hard  in  organizing  the  two  mine  rescue  and 
first  aid  competitions  held  in  the  past  year. 

On  May  5th,  1947,  the  owner  of  a  small  mine  at  Priddis  requested 
assistance  to  put  out  a  small  fire  which  had  occurred  at  his  mine.  The 
general  superintendent  attended  to  this  matter  personally  and  with  the 
aid  of  an  all-service  gas  mask  and  a  canary  was  able  to  instruct  the  men 
where  to  build  stoppings  to  seal  off  the  fire  area.  This  work  was  success¬ 
fully  accomplished. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  for  the  time  given  for 
instruction  and  examination  of  first  aid  classes  by  the  Medical  Profession 
and  the  practical  instructors  and  also  to  the  various  men  who  acted  as 
judges  at  the  mine  rescue  and  first  aid  competitions. 

SAFETY  DEPARTMENT 

Encouraging  and  assisting  employers  to  take  a  greater  interest  in 
organizing  safety  activities  and  instilling  safe  habits  into  the  minds  of 
their  workmen  has  perhaps  been  the  .most  important  part  of  the  work  of 
the  Safety  Department  during  the  year.  An  increasing  number  of  em¬ 
ployers  are  finding  that  accidents  can  be  prevented  where  a  Safety 
Program  is  organized  and  maintained  as  part  of  their  general  operations. 
All  accident  reports  were  checked  by  the  Safely  Department  and,  where 
necessary,  employers  were  required  to  provide  more  adequate  safeguards, 
first  aid  service,  or  improve  working  conditions. 
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Increased  activity  has  taken  place  in  the  lumbering,  building  and 
general  construction  work,  as  well  as  further  development  of  the  petroleum 
industry,  resulting  in  an  increase  of  the  number  of  workmen  employed. 
The  use  of  heavier  machinery  and  equipment,  as  well  as  aircraft,  has 
contributed  in  increasing  the  number  of  fatalities  in  industry. 

Safety  in  Coal  Mines 

The  Drumheller  Coal  Operators  Association  continued  the  Safety 
Campaign  originally  inaugurated  in  1944.  Cash  prizes  amounting  to 
$1,000,  and  other  prizes  are  awarded  to  mine  workers  who  have  worked 
for  a  six  month  period  without  suffering  a  lost  time  injury. 

The  Safety  Officer  assigned  to  coal  mining  spent  considerable  time 
in  the  Drumheller  field  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  completing  a 
survey  at  all  mines  to  determine  the  extent  that  personal  protective  equip¬ 
ment  including  hard  hats,  safety  shoes  and  eye  protection  was  being 
used  by  the  mine  workers.  The  survey  included  pertinent  information  in 
connection  with  safety  and  first  aid  activity  at  each  mine. 

Records  now  show  that  92%  of  all  underground  mine  workers  are 
wearing  hard  hats,  82%  are  wearing  safety  shoes  and  13%  wearing  some 
form  of  eye  protection.  Working  in  co-operation  with  the  Safety  Committee 
of  the  Coal  Operators  Association  and  the  Sub-district  Officers  of  the  United 
Mine  Workers  of  America  a  Safety  Educational  Program  has  been  organ¬ 
ized.  and  monthly  meetings  for  mine  workers  and  their  families  are  being 
held  at  various  points  in  the  Drumheller  Valley.  Motion  pictures  dealing 
with  safety  and  kindred  subjects  are  used  at  the  meetings  with  general 
discussions  on  accidents  and  their  cause. 

It  is  expected  that  mine  workers  and  their  families  may  be  induced 
to  take  a  greater  interest  in  accident  prevention  and  first  aid  activity  as  a 
result  of  the  Educational  Program. 


Industrial  Health 

With  the  assistance  of  an  Industrial  Hygiene  Engineer  supplied  by 
the  Dominion  and  Provincial  Departments  of  Health,  a  survey  has  been 
made  of  the  coal  mining  districts  in  the  Province  in  an  endeavour  to  locate 
working  conditions  which  may  be  responsible  for  Silicosis  and  other 
Industrial  Diseases. 

Dust  containing  silica  in  an  amount  that  would  appear  to  constitute 
a  hazard  was  found  in  a  number  of  coal  mines  and  it  is  evident  that  all 
practical  precautions  will  have  to  be  taken  to  control  such  dust. 

Wherever  Industrial  Diseases  were  reported  to  the  Board  from  other 
industries  investigations  were  made  to  locate  and  correct  the  cause. 

Educational  Activities 

The  Board  in  co-operation  with  the  Alberta  Forest  Products  Association 
and  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  conducted  a  school  in  Edmonton 
for  supervisory  officials  and  workmen  employed  in  the  lumbering  industry, 
where  instruction  was  given  in  Safety  and  First  Aid.  Twenty-seven  Time¬ 
keepers,  Foremen  and  other  workmen  from  isolated  points  attended  this

school  which  lasted  for  one  week  and  received  certificates  of  efficiency 
upon  completing  the  course.  Schools  of  this  nature  will  be  held  annually 
in  future. 

A  series  of  lectures  including  the  showing  of  moving  pictures  dealing 
with  safety  was  arranged  for  students  in  Calgary  attending  the  Institute  of 
Technology  and  Art  and  the  Canadian  Vocational  Training  Schools. 

The  work  of  our  Safety  Officer  in  Calgary  included  the  investigating  of 
accidents  in  an  endeavour  to  locate  and  correct  unsafe  working  conditions 
or  unsafe  practices,  organizing  and  attending  meetings  of  Safety  Com¬ 
mittees,  meeting  employers  and  workmen  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
safety  problems  and  showing  moving  pictures  dealing  with  many  types 
of  safety  and  first  aid  activities.  Our  work  in  Calgary  is  showing  beneficial 
results  and  with  the  program  now  established  an  improvement  in  the 
accident  experience  can  be  expected  in  those  industries  where  plant 
management  and  workmen  co-operate  with  the  Board  in  the  extension  of 
the  Safety  Program. 

Safety  Trophies 

The  Alberta  Packers  Safety  Committee  representing  the  six  large  meat 
packing  plants  in  the  Province  had  a  very  successful  year,  Canada  Packers 
winning  the  Safety  Trophy  awarded  annually  by  the  Workmen's  Com¬ 
pensation  Board  to  the  Plant  with  the  best  accident  experience.  During 
1947,  these  Plants  worked  a  total  of  6,908,078  man-hours,  this  being 
approximately  10%  below  1946  and  20%  below  1945.  A  total  of  578 
accidents  were  reported  in  1947  as  compared  with  790  in  1946  and  1,132 
in  1945. 

The  John  T.  Ryan  Trophy  awarded  annually  by  the  Canadian  Institute 
of  Mining  and  Metallurgy  to  the  Coal  Mine  in  Canada  with  the  best 
accident  experience  was  won  in  1947  by  the  Cadomin  Coal  Company 
Limited,  Cadomin  Mine.  This  is  the  first  time  the  Dominion  Trophy  has 
been  won  by  an  Alberta  Mine.  The  Cadomin  Mine  had  an  accident 
frequency  of  139  accidents  per  year  per  thousand  workmen  employed 
where  the  injury  disabled  workmen  for  more  than  six  days.  The  average 
accident  frequency  for  the  33  mines  competing  was  361  accidents  per  year 
per  thousand  men  employed,  compared  with  394  in  1946  and  372  in  1945. 
During  1947  several  of  the  Drumheller  mines  showed  a  very  substantial 
improvement  in  their  accident  frequency  when  compared  with  previous 
years. 

Safety  Literature 

Safety  and  first  aid  regulations  applying  to  their  respective  operations 
were  forwarded  to  all  employers  establishing  accounts  with  the  Board 
during  the  year.  Approximately  2,000  safety  posters  were  distributed 
monthly  to  Safety  Committees  while  an  additional  2,000  applying  to 
safety  in  grain  elevators  were  supplied  to  the  North-West  Line  Elevators 
Safety  Association.  Monthly  letters  dealing  with  industrial  safety  were 
forwarded  to  approximately  550  Safety  Committees.  Letters  and  posters 
dealing  with  safety  in  coal  mines  were  sent  to  all  mine  operators  and 
officials  periodically  during  the  year. 
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Personal  Protective  Equipment 

Records  now  indicate  considerable  progress  in  the  use  of  personal 
protective  equipment  in  the  heavier  industries.  The  value  of  hard  hats  in 
preventing  head  injuries  is  gradually  becoming  recognized  by  the  mdfjority 
of  workmen,  particularly  underground  mine  workers.  In  the  Lumbering 
Industry  their  use  has  been  responsible  for  preventing  many  serious 
accidents,  some  of  which  might  have  been  fatal.  Although  there  has  been 
a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  safety  shoes  being  worn  in  coal 
mines,  a  large  majority  of  workmen  are  not  yet  taking  advantage  of  the 
protection  offered. 

In  various  industries  safety  movies  dealing  with  eye  accidents  have 
been  shown  which,  together  with  the  use  of  the  Telebinocular  eye  testing 
machine  supplied  by  the  Board,  has  developed  greater  interest  in  wearing 
eye  protection.  The  eye  testing  machine  has  shown  many  workmen  that 
they  have  defective  eyesight.  This  defect  has  been  responsible  in  many 
cases  for  accidents.  Securing  glasses  with  the  necessary  correction  fitted 
with  safety  lenses  provides  industry  with  more  efficient,  as  well  as  safer, 
workmen. 

It  is  evident  that  where  employers  have  made  a  special  effort  to 
interest  workmen  in  wearing  personal  protective  equipment  workmen 
have  been  found  quite  responsive  when  made  aquainted  with  the  serious¬ 
ness  of  neglect  in  this  regard. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  the  many  individual  employers  and 
workmen,  also  to  members  of  all  Safety  Committees,  who  have  co-operated 
with  the  Board  during  the  year  to  make  industry  a  safer  place  to  work, 
to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Mines  and  his  staff,  the  staff  of  the  Board  of 
Industrial  Relations,  Boiler  and  Factory  Inspectors,  for  their  assistance  in 
preventing  accidents  during  the  course  of  their  general  inspection  activities. 
Our  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  National  Film  Board  and  the  University  of 
Alberta  Extension  Department  who  have  provided  many  excellent  films  for 
use  at  safety  meetings  and  to  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  who 
have  given  a  great  deal  of  assistance  in  organizing  safety  and  first  aid 
activities  throughout  the  Province. 
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
